SOirRCES OF SCHOOL, FUND. 

In the face of the facts as shown by 
the reiord. not only the audacity and 
baseness, but the absurdity and rash- 
ncsa of these lnsulta become apparent. 
The. annual school fund Is derived 
principally from these sources, to-wit: 
Ita share of Uxes collected by sher- 
iffs: taxes on distilled spirits, banks, 
railroads and other corporations; 
Uxes on corporate franchisee; licenses, 
fines and forfeituree; and interest on 
bank and stock bonds, the Interest Item 
being the only one that remains fixed 
from year to year As everyone, ex- 
cept the editor of The Banner knows, 
the fund available for that purpose 
and the number of children among 
whom It le to be distributed, determine 
the per capita ; that Is, the per capita 
from year to year bears the same re- 
lation to these numbers as the quo- 
tient to the divisor and dividend In 
simple division. 

On June 30. 18»2, soon after the last 
Democratic administration came into 
power, the school fund had to its cred- 
it the enormous surplus of $357,363.24, 
equal to 55 cents per capita. In pay- 
ing $2.50 per capita for 1893 this sur- 
plus was reduced to $314,777.42. In 
meeting the per capita of $2.85 In 1894, 
the one the laat "editorial" selects for 
IU partisan rant, the enormous reve- 
nues of that year were exhausted and 
the aforesaid surplus was reduced to 
$177.b20 08. Revenues from almost 
every source reached the high-water 
mark in 1894 The equalized taxable 
value of the state's real and personal 



of $596,799,076. which was reduced In 
one year of that period of Democratic 
panic and disaster, aptly termed the 
"black Friday" In American economic 
history, to $871,220,342. a shrinkage of 
|tt,678,7»4, 



The Banner's last assault, to $549,419. 
980. a depreciation of $47,379,096. This 
shrinkage alone reduced the school 
fund of 1898, aa compared with 1894. 
$100,000. 

CAUSE OF SHRINKAGE 

Moreover, the school revenue of 
1891. which was $16(5.713.01 in exces3 of 
that for 1895, Justified a per capita of 
only $2.65. Thus it Is seen that 20 
cents of the per capita that thi= talsl-- 
fler uses In his endeavor to show the 1 
"BUI Taylor gang" an aggregation of 
thieves, came from a fund that be- 
longed to former years. Furthermore, 
the aggregate loss to the school fund 
during the five years ending June 30, 
1899. from this shrinkage In property 
TaJuaa, wholly chargeable to a Dem- 
ocratic national administration, as 
compared with the assessment from 
which the school fund of 1894 was ob- 
tained, exceeded $350,000, an annual 
average of over $70,000. 

In 1895 the per capita was fixed at 
$2.75, 19 cents In excess of what tho 
year's net school revenues Justified, 
and the previous year's surplus of 
$177,020.08 waa thus reduced to $44.- 
060.76. With revenues thut produced 
only $2.56 on the pupil child and a 
per capita surplus of only 6 cents, "it 
Is up to" The Banner to explain how 
the conclusion was reached that $2.80 
could be paid the following year.

In addition. It got the benefit of $93.- 
599.77 In bank Uxes that had been 
held back In former years pending the 
"Pryor decision," and tbe aforesaid 
$44,060.76 in effect, a surplus of $138,- 
660.53. These Items together approxi- 
mated a per capita of $2.63. leaving 17 
cent* on the pupil child, or specifical- 
ly. $119,327.98, to be made good out 
of the revenue* of "the first year un- 
der Republican rule," a "shortage," In 
all. of $257,988.46. 

The net school fund for 1897. "the 
first year under Republican rule," waa 
$1,772,365.50, equal to a per capita of 
$2.41. This amount waa reduced by | 
the Democratic deficit of 1896 to $1,- 
657.027.67. Combined, the net reve- 
nues of 1896 and 1897 amounted to $3 - 
354.659.14. a sum $102,605.06 short of 
a per capita of $2 .80 the one and $2.20 
the other year. 
THE MINIMUM SCHOOL FUNDS 
The net school fund of 1898, namely, 
$1,626,165.03. waa the smallest since 
1881. Various causes contributed to 
this decrease. Tbe assessment aa of 
Bept 15. 1896. waa $48,000,000 under 
that of four years earlier and $14,000,- 
000 under that of three years later. It 



be many thousands of 
ot the three years the 
Increased rate Is In force to the pay 
ment of the old Democratic debt. 

The net fund of 1899 was $1,824, 
636.03, $2.57 on 710,325 children. Nei- 
ther this Increase of $198,470.75 over 
tho fund of 1898 nor the large decrease 
in the number of schoolchildren as 
compared with the census "the last 
year of Democratic rule," Is credited 
to that party. This Increase, which 
was included In the "robber balance 
qf $265,242.09." waa made up largely 
from collections from a class of 
poratlona that The "Banner's &

for the current year. 

UTTERLY GROUNDLESS 

How utterly groundless are this can-

urns, the aggregate reaching Into the 
"millions, from the school fund, by 
memis of padded census returns, and 
thus to rob other less favored sections 
to this extent? 

That this was done "Is very simple 
and easily explained." That tins 
practices, made possible by Demo 
cratic legislation and winked at b 
Democratic officers, cost the people of 
other cities and the teachers "of the 
smaller towns and rural sectloni 
the state an enormouB amount. Is 
also "very simple and easily ex 
plained." The state superintendent' 
reports show that the annual Increase 
In the school census, under the meth- 
ods of enumeration then in vogue, had, 
for years prior to 1897, exceeded 1.3 per 
cent But putting the rate at only 1.25 
per cent for each of the four years of 
"Republican rule," beginning with 
727.723 in 18B6, the census for 1897. 
1898. 1899 and 1900 would hare stood 
736.819. 746.029. 755.354 and 764,795 re- 
spectively, instead of 736.109, 718,524, 
710,325 and 718.359 respectively, the 
actual census under methods Inaug- 
urated by the present administration. 
NOTABLE REFORMS INSTITUTED. 

These corrections In the census foot- 
ed up In four years at leaat 120,000, at 
a saving of $300,000 thus far to the 
schools. But the real situation does 
not appear till the last two of the four 
years, after both the law now govern- 
ing the census and the present regula- 
tions adopted for taking the enumera- 
tion, became operative. The difference 
for each of these years is over 45,000 
pupil children, a saving of $230,000 in 
1899 and 1900. The methods by which 



part of the Judicial and political his- 
tory of the state. 

In 1888 the per capita was fixed at 
$1 90. while tbe school revenues Jus- 
tified $2.25. The teachers of the state
